Paving Survey 
Badly Needed 


The street paving and drainage systems of Ed- 
monton have collapsed so completely that the restor- 
ation of these to adequacy will require the services of 
some outside organization skilled and experienced in 
surveying the needs of down-at-the-heel communities. 

The efficiency of civic officials is not necessarily 
impugned in this demand. But the situation grows so 
much worse each year that citizens begin to suspect 
that with so many new factors entering into the pic- 
ture, extra-urban advice is both advisable and 


necessary. 

What little pavement Edmonton has is broken up 
into chunks and pot-holes. 

Street gutters refuse to carry off spring water 
with the result that great muddy pools lie in the road- 
ways and overflow the curbs, 

Sidewalks are broken and uneven to such an ex- 


tent that pedestrians run the risk of fractured limbs 
trying to negotiate them after dark.

Of Gateways 


Editor, Bulletin.—I note in the 
press that the tourist committee 
of the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce contemplates raising $10, 
500.00 for the purpose of building 
six gateways to the city welcom- 
ing tourists. 

It may be a good idea but it 
seems to me that it is very much 
akin to giving ‘a cordial hand 
clasp to a customer entering one’s 
office and then not giving the 
said customer any service. 

What I have in mind is there is 
decidedly not adequate directions 
for the tourist to down town Ed- 
monton, For instance, when he 
enters the city from the south, 
Highway No. 2 is indicated only 
twice to 82nd avenue, and then a 
sign that looks as though it was 
painted on a lath, directs him to 
the left on 82nd avenue, 

Supposing the tourist does not 
see this sign owing to the fact 
it is covered with mud as it is at 
present, or he enters the city in 
a downpour of rain, as a result 
of which he may not have very 
good vision, and he does not see 
the sign, he crosses 82nd avenue 
on 104th street to Saskatchewan 
Drive 

It would be rather nice jf there 
Were adequate signs directing the 
tourist from there on to an 
alternative route ever the 105th 
street bridge to downtown Ed- 
monton, and he would immediate- 
ly see a part of one of our out- 
standing parks, namely Elizabeth 
Park 

Supposing he turns right on 
82nd avenue at 104th ‘street, why 
not have signs directing the tour- 
ist over the Low Level bridge to 
city centre?

The Palestine crisis has taken 

on fresh international import- 
ance as the result of Russia's 
sensational about-face in joining 
the United Nations trusteeship 
council after boycotting that body 
for 13 months : 
) The Muscovite action apparent- 
ly is an effort to further a double 
ambition: (1) to gain a foothold 
in the military strategic and oil- 
rich Middle East, and (2) to pre- 
vent extension of American 
power in that vital area 

The development has a some- 
what complicated background, 
but briefly it is this: The UN 
political committee, comprising 
the entire membership of the 
peace organization, has for some 
time been considering a United 
States plan for trusteeship over 
Palestine. Russia has opposed 
apy trusteeship, claiming teat the 
United States is manoeuvring for 
military bases and petroleum in 
the Middle East 

Any trusteeship would have to 
be handled by the trusteeship 
council, The Soviet Union be- 
longs to the council but has been 
Maintaining a boyeott until now 
when the council has suddenly 
assumed unusual importance 
Hence Moscow's cool move at 
long last in making a repre 
sentative to that body and thus 


@eiling set for action 


It is a tragedy that the sanguin- 
ary Jewish-Arab struggle over the 
Holy Land should be complicated 
by rivalry between Russia and the 
major Western Allies for domina- 
tion of the Middle East. These 
two elements so dovetail as to 
constitute a grave menace to 
global peace 

However, we at least have the 
satisfaction of seeing the present 
phase of the big-power competi- 
tion confined largely .o the U.N. 
The hope naturally must be that 
it can be kept there. 

The most important issue re- 
volves about the question of send- 
ing an international force to Pal- 

stine to maintain peace. The 
Russians would give their shiris 
to get a Red army into the Mid- 
die East, thereby establishing a 
military grip which they could 
exploit as they have their hold on 
eastern Germany. That would get 
the Bolshevist boot into the door 
of one of the world’s most import- 
ant areas 

Washington has made it clear 
that the United States is firmly 
opposed to any UN plan which 
would involve the sending of Rus 
sian troops to Palestine. How- 
ever, that's a ticklish position to 
maintain and observers anticipate 
that the United States will do all 
possible to avoid being manoeuyvr- 
ed into a position of taking a for- 
mal position on the matter in the

----—;" “To Edmonton -—-.” 

Both the cities of Lethbridge 
and Calgary should also have 
more adequate signs directing a 
tourist into and out of their re- 
spective cities. As often as J] have 
travelled to Calgary and Leth- 
bridge I still find it difficult to 
get into and out of these cities 

I have just spent between five 
and six months in several states 
of the Union and it was noted 
that the tourist is so well direct- 
ed in the cities that by compari- 
son our direction is pitiful. 

The gateways suggested seem 


to me very much like a well 
trimmed Xmas tree without any 
toys On it.

Lena Horne is the most exciting 
personality to hit our town since 
Gracie Fields looked out over 
12,000 faces and screamed about 
the biggest aspidistra in the 
world, 

There's precious little similarity 
between the Misses Horne and 
Fields except that they both have 
that kind of greatness that 
reaches out across the footlights 
and leaves its mark like a hot 
branding iron. One came from 
Lancashire, the othe: from Brook- 
lyn, Both brought an unforget-, 
table experience. 

Miss Fields left a light burning 
inside me in spite of the fact that 
Lhave a well-developed disregard 
for dialect songs. She could have 
sung in reverse Hindustani and 
still been a smashing success, Just 
watching her move across the 
stage was enough. 

It was the same with Miss 
Horne from the moment of her 
first electric appearance at the 
Cave. There were many in that 
first night audience with little 
affection for her specia] kind of 
music, They were on their feet 
with the rest of us at the end of 
her performance to acclaim a 
great artist. 

I was reminded of that much 
earlier visit of Miss Fields be- 
cause both these women have 
a magic that is something more 
than mere talent or charm. 
Neither have voices that, in them- 
selves, would carry them to the 
pinnacle. Each has a_ thousand 
imitators with as much technical 
skill. 

The test is an indefinable qual- 
ity that you call spirit or heart or 
sincerity or what you will. It is 
as evident in meeting them in 
broad daylight as it is in watch- 
ing them jin the bright cone of the 
spotlight, 


Most Beautiful 


Since Cleopatra 


Miss Horne, of course, would 
be worth watching if she did 
nothing more than knit or snap 
her long fingers. She is probably 
the most beautiful woman since 
Cleopatra. 

It would be pointless to deny 
that this is part of her appeal. 
Yet when she had retired from 
the stage the men at my table 
were talking about Babe Ruth 
and Donald Budge and Bobby 
Locke. Why? Because the things 
that make a champion are as evi- 


dent in a torch singer as they are 
in a home-run king. 

When Miss Horne steps from 
the shadows into the light you 
know you are meeting a cham- 
pion. It’s a mixture of pride and 
self-possession and poise and, 
more than all that, an obvious 
determination to hold nothing 
back. 

One of the Negro members of 
her troupe discussed this with me 
between shows the other night, 
“With Lena the next show is al- 
ways the one that counts,” he said. 
“She doesn't know what it means 
to give a short-weight perform 
ance.” 

This seems to be true of all 
those entertainers who reach the 
top. It is very true, for instance, 
of Bill Kenny, of the Ink Spots, 
who also happens to be in these 
parts now, The intensity and vigor 
of such a performer night after 
night is unbelievable to anyone 
who knows the rigours of show 
business. 

With Miss Horne (as, indeed 
with Gracie Fields) all this in- 
credible energy on stage is care- 
fully saved. I don't ever recall 
meeting a person quite so easy- 
going and relaxed as Lena Horne 
in her off-stage life. 


Mournful 
Yet Comic 


None of the rambling notes 
above has touched on the artist- 
ry of a gal who sings the blues, 
There is a kind of gentile, world- 
weary humor in these ballads that 
require every bit as sensitive 
handling as any other kind of 
music to be wholly successful.

So goes the old W. C. Handy 
tune, mournful and yet marvel- 
lously comic.
